OFFICIALS at the Black 
Country Living Museum in 
Dudley will take charge of 
more than £150,000 in arts 
funding to head up a new 
programme aimed at boost¬ 
ing Midland museums. 

Twelve museums will ben¬ 
efit from the Arts Council 
cash through support to 
develop new projects and 
improve leadership of the 
attractions. 

It comes as the museum, 
in Tipton Road, Dudley, is 
forced to find savings of 
£250,000 a year as part of 
cost-cutting plans. 

Black Country Living 
Museum boss Andrew 
Lovett said museums are liv¬ 
ing through “turbulent 
times” and need to pull 
together. 

Investment plans will be 
drawn up with the Associa¬ 
tion of Independent Muse¬ 
ums body to find ways of 
becoming more self-suffi¬ 
cient. The £157,000 grant 
has come from the Arts 
Council England’s Renais¬ 
sance strategic support 
fund. 

Mr Lovett said: “We are 
delighted to be stepping up 
to the challenge to lead this 
programme in support of 
large and small museums 
from across the West Mid¬ 
lands. Personally, I am par¬ 
ticularly excited about 
supporting and energising 
the next generation of 
museum leaders.”

Pledge to 
minimise 
upset for 
traders 

A LEADING councillor has 
said disruption to Dudley’s 
historic market would be 
kept to a minimum during a 
multi-million transforma¬ 
tion scheme. 

Proposals for a £6 million 
overhaul for the market, 
which has been based in the 
town since the 12th Cen¬ 
tury, are in the pipeline 
alongside a stall rent freeze 
for 12 months in a bid to 
boost traders and bring 
more customers to the high 
street. 

Dudley Council’s deputy 
leader Councillor Shaukat 
Ali said traders would need 
to compromise and occasion¬ 
ally work from other stalls 
for the duration. Details on 
the plans including the start 
date for the revamp have yet 
to be confirmed. 

Council bosses have come 
in for criticism from market 
traders who claim there has 
been a lack of consultation 
over the plans to redevelop 
the market in the heart of 
Dudley’s High Street shop¬ 
ping area. 

But Councillor Ali, said he 
wanted traders to work 
“positively” with the 
authority. 

“We are also developing 
proposals for the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound investment plans 
for the market so we hope 
the market traders will work 
positively with us to secure 
the long-term future of our 
historic market,” he said.

Locals angry 
at miserable 
Dudley slur 

TRADERS, councillors and MPs have leapt 
to the defence of their beloved Dudley after 
it was named the ninth unhappiest place to 
live in the UK. 

Researchers from property website 
Rightmove asked almost 40,000 homeown¬ 
ers how they felt about the safety and neigh¬ 
bourliness of their area and the size and 
condition of their property, among 12 “mea¬ 
surements of happiness”. 

While northerners were generally hap¬ 
pier than southerners, Dudley broke the 
mould by being the only place outside 
Greater London included in the 10 unhap¬ 
piest places to live. 

Alan Caswell, who owns Arcade Toyshop 
in the town, said that in his 40 years of doing 
business in Dudley, he found it to be “very 
happy”. 

He added: “Midlands people are the hap¬ 
piest in the UK. I think Dudley is full of good 
people and, having worked with them, I 
think we’re the top of the happiest places, 
never mind the ninth unhappiest.” 

Dudley MP Ian Austin dismissed the 
survery as “ridiculous”. 

Leaping to the defence of his beloved 
hometown, he said: “I grew up here, have 
lived here most of my life and I love the place 
and the people who live here.” 

Councillor Dave Branwood, who repre¬ 
sents Gornal, said: “No way is Dudley the 
metropolis of misery.”

Project aims to breathe 
new life into the town

Supermarket plan for centre 


ARTISTS’ impressions have been 
unveiled showing how a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound regeneration project 
would breathe new life into the 
heart of Dudley town centre. 

The Porters Field development earmarked 
for the site of an old office block includes a 
supermarket, restaurants, cafes and a gym. It 
would bring 500 jobs to the town. 

The 10 acre area is bordered by the Dudley 
Southern Bypass and Birmingham Street and 
includes the ‘L’ shaped Cavendish House and 
several other lower level buildings in Hall 
Street and Trindle Road. 

Under the plan by developer Avenbury, the 
units in Hall Street would be converted into 
shops, offices, restaurants and food takeaways. 

A two-level car park would be built as well 
as a petrol station. 

Ed Grieve, a spokesman for Avenbury, said 
the scheme would boost the town centre econ¬ 
omy, bringing shoppers back and providing 
competition with centres such as Merry Hill. 

Opportunity 

He said: “Porters Field represents an oppor¬ 
tunity to kick start Dudley’s economy and 
reverse its current decline.” 

He added: “Porters Field offers long-term 
benefit, whereas other plans only offer short 
term gain. 

“The application would bring a wider range 
"of shopping and leisure facilities, rather than 
just a food store, to the heart of Dudley.” 

The firm’s outline planning application for 
the scheme was due to be approved by Dudley 
councillors on Tuesday following written rec¬ 
ommendations from officers. 

The Porters Field scheme is one of two that 
have been proposed for the Cavendish House 
site. 

Cavendish Quarter Properties Ltd has 
already won approval to demolish the boarded- 
up office block to make way for a new super¬ 
market, creating 300 new jobs and 200 during 
construction work. 

It also aims to create an attractive route for 
people walking to the High Street. 

A total of 402 parking spaces would be cre¬ 
ated partly underneath the store and on two 
decked levels. The two separate developers 
each own pieces of land within the site, as do 
several other landowners including Dudley 
Council. 

Avenbury held a consultation event, which 
attracted more than 700 people, on its plans in 
2011. The developer claims 96 per cent of 
respondents were in support of its plan. 
Cavendish House has stood empty since a 
security firm moved out in 2008. 


THESE are the first impressions of the supermar¬ 
ket proposed for Dudley town centre which hopes 
to create up to 500 jobs. 

They offer a glimpse of the huge glass atrium 
entrance to the two-storey store. 

If permission is granted the 27,000 sq ft super¬ 
market will be built in the New Mill Gate area 
between Flood Street and King Street and the Fal¬ 


con House office block will be knocked down. 

The planned supermarket complex would 
include a cafe and petrol station. 

A car park below the complex will have 278 
spaces. The scheme could create up to 500 jobs 
and bring much-needed redevelopment to King 
Street. 

Developer Commercial Estate Group submitted 
its final details for the £20million scheme 
to Dudley Council for approval last month. 
It includes some design amendments fol¬ 
lowing a public consultation on the idea last 
year. 

Richard Burke, project manager at Com¬ 
mercial Estates Group, said: “We have had 
very positive discussions with the council 
and the amendments to the plans make for 
a scheme which will bring great benefits to 
the wider comm unity through landscaping, 
improvements to pedestrian access and a 
major investment in the heart of the town. 

“We look forward to bringing the plans 
forward in the near future.” 

Falcon House in The Minories, which 
dates back to the 1960s, will be demolished 
as part of the project. The building is in a 
part of the town which the council is keen 
to see redeveloped.

MORE than 270 people have 
signed two petitions against 
plans to open a pizza shop in 
Halesowen. 

Proposals for the business 
have been submitted for an 
empty shop in the Hurst 
Green Shopping Centre. 

But the application lodged 
with Dudley Council has 
divided the community with 
many people voicing their 
support for the takeaway. 

Those who have com¬ 
mented on the scheme 
include local ward council¬ 
lors, adjourning businesses 
and nearby residents. 

The council’s planning 
officers have since recom¬ 
mended councillors give 
approval to the applicant 
after concluding the take¬ 
away was an acceptable use 
of the shop and it would not 
cause disturbance. 

The shop is one of six 
stores along the 1950s 
parade and has been empty 
since closing as a farm shop 
a year ago. 

The proposal states the 
takeaway would be open 
daily from 3pm to 10pm. 

Two petitions containing 
275 signatures objected the 
proposal, raising concerns 
over potential disturbance 
and existing number of food 
outlets in the area. 

A decision was due on 
Tuesday. 

SVR will get 
new depot 

THE building of a £300,000 
diesel depot for the Severn 
Valley Railway is set to begin 
later this year. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council have cleared the 
way for the start of work on 
the depot which will enable 
maintenance work to be car¬ 
ried out undercover. 

Foundations for the build¬ 
ing are expected to be put in 
in the autumn and the facil¬ 
ity will be completed in two 
phases at the railway’s yard 
in Kidderminster. 

Since the late 1970s the 
railway’s diesel-owning 
groups have been forced to 
carry out maintenance of 
locomotives in the open. 

The railway’s fleet of pri¬ 
vately-owned diesels has 
expanded over the years.

Man let his shed be used to make fake discs

A DUDLEY man allowed a counterfeit 
DVD and CD operation to be run from his 
garden shed, a court heard. 

The highly organised racket had been 
based in Ace Disks in the town centre but 
it was closed down after a raid by police 
and Trading Standards officers 

Stephen Miles, aged 48, had been seen 
in the High Street premises, and it was 
discovered that the disc copying operation 
had been moved to the outbuilding in his 
garden, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Behind a false wall in the shed, investi¬ 
gators found a bank of machines burning 


off 36 pirated copies at a time, and piles 
of counterfeit discs had been stored, 
together with covers for the DVDs and 
CDs. 

Judge Michael Dudley told Miles it was 
“extremely serious commercial counter¬ 
feiting” and normally prison sentences 
were imposed because of the huge losses 
suffered by the copyright owners. He said 
the public also suffered because of the 
quality of the copies, while artists on the 
CDs were also not getting any royalties. 

A large number of jobbing actors, said 
the judge, suffered because they had to 
find other work when money that could 


have been used to fund future produc¬ 
tions was not available. He said Miles had 
got involved when the counterfeiting 
operation in the shop was closed down, 
adding: “I do not accept that you did not 
make very much money from what you 
did. 

But it is the loss to others that makes 
this grave offending.” 

Miles, of Rosewood Road, Dudley, 
admitted two charges of aiding and abet¬ 
ting others involved in the operation, and 
he was given an eight-month jail term 
suspended for two years. 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, defending, 


said Miles, who was further put on super¬ 
vision for two years, had given his per¬ 
mission for the copying to take place in 
his shed for only a few weeks. 

There is no evidence of any financial 
gain, he added, although Miles - said to 
have medical problems - accepted that his 
involvement ended with the intervention 
of the investigating agencies. 

Sameer Husseiny, of Woodland Street, 
Smethwick, who ran Ace Disks, was jailed 
at an earlier hearing for three years after 
a court was told he had pirated more than 
40,000 DVDs and CDs from the “sophis¬ 
ticated” scam he ran in the shop. 


£240,000 fuel duty fraud 
man to pay back £42,000 


A DUDLEY businessman who dodged up to 
£242,000 in fuel duty by illegally selling 
kerosene as road fuel has been ordered to 
repay £42,000. 

Gavyn Roger Jewkes, aged 34, had admitted making 
20p a litre selling the kerosene to cash-strapped Dudley 
motorists between May 2008 and July 2011. About 
400,000 litres of the heating oil kerosene was sold. 


Last week at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court, Mr 
Recorder Richard Bond 
found Jewkes had remain¬ 
ing assets of £42,000 that 
were found to be the benefit 
from his crime. 

He ordered this amount 
be repaid by September 26 
or Jewkes will have to serve 
15 months’ in jail instead. 

Jewkes was sentenced 
earlier this year at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court, where it 
was heard the fuel racket 
had been started by 
Jewkes’s late father but 
queues had formed outside 
the “unofficial fuel depot” 
at Dudley’s Central Trad¬ 
ing Estate in Shaw Road as 
word spread. 

The business had never 
had a licence to sell 
kerosene which, unlike 
diesel, does not have duty 
on it and can damage vehi¬ 
cle engines. 

Jewkes was selling the 
fuel at around £1 a litre 
while real diesel was being 
sold at up to £1.37. 

Police had caught up with

Jewkes after vehicles com¬ 
ing from the estate were 
stopped and found to have 
fuel in their tanks for which 
duty had not been paid, 
prosecutors said. 

Jewkes, of Claydon Road, 
Dudley, had accepted 
responsibility for some of 
the evasion, arguing he only 
took charge of the firm after 
his father died in 2010. 

He admitted being 
involved in fraudulently 
evading duty and was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 months in 
prison, which was sus¬ 
pended for two years as well 
as 240 hours unpaid work. 

At the time, Judge Robin 
Onions told him: “The busi¬ 
ness was in part illegal. You 
knew what was going on 
and you played your part 
with your father.” 

The judge had directed a 
not guilty verdict on 
Jewkes’ partner Emma 
Jones, 33, also from Clay¬ 
don Road, who had denied 
the charge.

WHILE most boys want to be profes¬ 
sional footballers when they grow up, 
like film character Billy Elliot, Mike 
Capri knew his future lay in dancing. 

After years on the stage, the 59-year-old from 
Kinver now has a costume business in Dudley 
which is in demand by theatre companies across 
the country. His business in Lye is packed with 
thousands of costumes ranging from glittering 
outfits for productions such as Showgirls and 
Copacabana to period-style dresses for shows 
such as My Fair Lady and Oliver. 

“Being surrounded by costumes every day is 
great and my favourite items are the showgirl 
outfits,” he says. 

“We are one of the biggest companies in the 
country for showgirl costumes and dancewear 
and we send out hundreds of outfits across the 
country every week. 

“The fact that I used to be a dancer helps as I 
make sure the costumes allow the wearer to move 
easily, rather than them just being skimpy.” 

Mike, who grew up in Wombourne, says he 
started having ballroom lessons when he was 
seven at the Lytton School of Dance in Penn. 

“I was a bit of a Billy Elliot because my father 
didn’t agree with it,” says Mike, who was a pupil 
at Blakeley Heath Primary and Ounsdale 
Schools. 

Lucky 

“I did ballet and tap as well, and carried on 
with the school until I was 21 when I was lucky 
enough to get a place with Dougie Squires’ Sec¬ 
ond Generation dance group.” 

However, standing at just 5ft 6in Mike knew 
he would have to work harder with the profes¬ 
sional company than anyone else just to get 
noticed. 

“In those days the limit for a dancer was 5ft 
9in and so I had to prove I was better than their 
best,” says Mike. 

“I had been doing choreography with West 
Bromwich Operatic Society since I was 18 and 
that started to snowball with other companies. 

“Working with Dougie Squires was fantastic 
and among the highlights was being in Worzel 
Gummidge at Wembley and doing the Danny Le 
Rue panto. 

“It was hard work and long hours, but we had 
some great times and I got to work with lots of 
stars on the Jimmy Tarbuck Show, The Krankies 
Show and the Les Dawson show where I was 
head boy.” 

Over the years Mike has worked with other 
famous names including Christopher Biggins, 
Roy Hudd and Bill Pertwee. 

He was with Second Generation for almost 10 
years and then went to work at Butlins in Clac¬ 
ton-on-Sea, Essex. 

“I love Clacton and it became my home for 19 


years while I was working at the Westcliffe The¬ 
atre,” says Mike, who lived in Hannover in Ger¬ 
many until he was seven. 

“I used to do choreography for the summer 
shows with people like Don Maclean, The Bach¬ 
elors, Rod Hull & Emu as well as Keith Harris & 
Orville. 

“However, I still used to come back to the West 
Midlands at the weekends to work with the ama¬ 
teur companies. 

“I did my last dancing show when I was 40 and 
I said ‘never again’ due to hip problems.” 

Kingfisher 

Twenty years ago Mike had a dance group at 
The Kingfisher in Kingswinford, called King¬ 
fisher Dancers, where he used to do showgirl- 
style performances. 

Then Mike and two of the other dancers 
decided to set up a costume company and Triple 
C’s Costumes has been based in Lye for 20 years. 

“We started out with 100 costumes that were 
used in the show Anything Goes and now we 
have thousands of them,” he says. 

“We provide costumes for around 20 pantos 
every Christmas including those in Southport, 


Minehead, Torquay, and with the Stourbridge 
Pantomime Company. “Throughout the year we 
are supplying between 20 and 30 shows a month 
and each production can have up to 200 costumes 
- the panto ones can be outrageous and it is an 
expensive game. ” 

Mike says that for every show the costumes 
have to be altered and when they come back to 
his store on Dudley Road repairs usually need to 
be made. 

“Our biggest show is Beauty and the Beast as 
the costumes for characters like the clock and the 
teapot have to be highly maintained,” he says. 

“We start working on the panto costumes in 
June, but at the moment one of our main projects 
is Crazy for You for West Bromwich Operatic 
Society as I’ve been working with them for 16 
years.” 

The costumes are made at the store by Mike 
and a team of expert seamstresses. Mike says the 
costumes are at a professional standard because 
even amateur shows are now costing tens of 
thousands of pounds to produce. 

“I’m one of the lucky ones - I’ve been in show- 
business for 35 years and have never been out of 
work, not many people can say that.”

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Widow in 
fire tragedy 
is named 

A WIDOW who died in a flat 
fire has been named as Mau¬ 
reen Shepherd. 

The 64-year-old was found 
dead in her bed after a fire 
broke out at the block of 
flats at Baylie Court, Green 
Street, Stourbridge, last Fri¬ 
day. 

An inquest held in Smeth¬ 
wick last week heard Mrs 
Shepherd, a widow, had 
worked as a jewellery pol¬ 
isher before her retirement 
and it was the jewellery she 
wore which family identified 
her by. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain told the 
hearing her family had not 
been able to view the body as 
a result of the effects of the 
fire. 

The three chains, two 
pendants and three rings 
she wore, however, were 
recognised by her family 
members, as well as a recent 
hip replacement being 
matched between medical 
records and the pathologist’s 
exam. 

Mr Balmain said Mrs 
Shepherd lived alone but 
was visited by carers, one of 
whom had visited her only 
three hours before the blaze. 

Mrs Shepherd was known 
to smoke about 100 ciga¬ 
rettes a week, Mr Balmain 
said. Mr Balmain adjourned 
the inquest to a date to be 
fixed for tests and further 
investigations. 

Crime over 
parking vow 

A POLICE chief has pledged 
not to “prioritise” parking 
enforcement in a town near 
Stourbridge despite regular 
complaints from residents. 

Superintendent Kevin 
Purcell, who is responsible 
for North Worcestershire, 
said officers would not be 
“sidetracked” from more 
serious issues to deal with 
the problem.

Churchill's 

THE grandson of Sir Winston Churchill has 
backed a campaign to get a Dudley memo¬ 
rial honouring his illustrious relative 
restored. 

The glass mosaic was the centrepiece of 
the town’s Churchill Precinct for decades 
before it was taken down in the early-1990s 
due to vandalism and weather damage. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has 
launched a campaign to get the piece 
restored in time for the 50th anniversary of 
Churchill’s death in 2015. 

And it has now received the backing of 
his grandson and Conservative MP 
Nicholas Soames. Mr Soames, who repre- 


grandson 

sents Mid-Sussex, said: “My family and I 
are delighted to hear about the campaign to 
restore Dudley’s memorial to my grandfa¬ 
ther. 

“It would be a permanent tribute to the 
leadership he gave to the British people as 
they fought for democracy and freedom. I 
wish the project every success.” 

Mr Soames said he would be delighted to 
visit Dudley in 2015 and unveil the restored 
memorial. 

Mr Austin added: “The support of one of 
Churchill’s closest living relatives is the 
best possible endorsement that we could 
have for our campaign. 


“Nicholas understands better than any¬ 
one the contribution that Churchill made 
to fighting for Britain’s liberty and the 
world’s freedom. 

“I am looking forward to joining him to 
unveil the memorial to his grandfather - 
the man who more than any other secured 
our right to live in freedom and democracy.” 

The campaign has been supported by res¬ 
idents in the community who remember the 
mosaic when it was on display. 

The 17-stained glass panels, which illus¬ 
trated moments from the former Prime 
Minister’s life, were designed by world- 
renowned artist Edward Bainbridge Cop- 


nail. It was removed from the precinct in 
1991 after a series of vandal attacks left 
parts of the mosaic damaged. 

At the time, the precinct was not 
enclosed and the panels were also left badly 
damaged by weather. 

The remaining panels of the mosaic were 
placed in to storage where they have 
remained for more than 20 years and now 
campaigners want them dusted off and put 
back on public display. 

At the time, it was found the adhesive 
used to hold the window together was not 
compatible with the materials in the 
mosaic.

Dudley Group medical director Dr Paul 
Harrison was quizzed by councillors in the borough at a meeting recently after they

Council waits 
on Lenny to 
get Freedom 

COMEDIAN Lenny Henry is to be for¬ 
mally presented with the Freedom of Dud¬ 
ley “within a couple of months” if plans go 
ahead, the borough’s leader has said. 

The star, born near Buffery Park in the 
town welcomed the honour saying it was 
“hostin’ news”. 

And Dudley Council leader Councillor 
David Sparks said while final arrange¬ 
ments were still being made the presenta¬ 
tion was expected within two months. 

“At the moment it is with Lenny’s peo¬ 
ple.

He said trust officials had been on a fact¬ 
finding mission to the North West to talk to 
health bosses in the area about how they 
improved death rates during his report to 
Dudley Council’s health and adult social 
care scrutiny committee. 

Officials visited a health care quality 
improvement body called the Advancing 
Quality Alliance which includes members of 
the North West Strategic Health Authority. 
Dr Harrison said an action plan had been 
drawn up. 

Presentations 

Monthly presentations are now made by 
clinical departments to the trust chairman, 
chief executive, medical director and the 
new Clinical Commissioning Group to track 
any issues. 

“We have made a significant effort. Sub¬ 
stantial effects are now being seen - all our 
current indicators are within expected 
ranges,” said Dr Harrison. 

The number of patient deaths at the hos¬ 
pital was above expected levels in 2011/12, 
the Doctor Foster Hospital Guide found. At 
Dudley Group the hospital standardised 
mortality rating, which measures deaths 
while in hospital care, was 111.1 between 
April 2011 and March 2012. 

The expected level is 100. But Dr Harri¬ 
son said latest available results from April 
to August 2012 show the trust is now meet¬ 
ing the 100 target. 

Homes in hardship 

THE number of British households classed 
as “financially vulnerable” has trebled since 
the credit crunch of 2007, a new report 
claims. More than one in five UK house¬ 
holds are described as vulnerable, and the 
number considered financially secure has 
halved to eight per cent.

A FRUIT merchant has told of his terrifying 
ordeal after he was dragged along a road 
while trying to stop a man stealing his pick¬ 
up car and trailer. 

Stuart Timmins has undergone an oper¬ 
ation to his leg after it shattered as he fell 
during the dramatic theft from his business 
in Bird Street, Lower Gornal. 

The 48-year-old father was left clinging to 
the driver’s door of his Mitsubishi car as the 
thief sped away - driving around 1,000ft 
before Mr Timmins was forced to let go. 

Mr Timmins had been in a warehouse at 
the William Timmins and Sons’ yard when 
the thief picked up the car keys in an office 
and got in the vehicle, which had a trailer 
full of apples attached to it. 


Mr Timmins underwent the operation at 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birming¬ 
ham and expects to be off work for weeks 
having had pins inserted into his leg and a 
metal frame put around it. 

He said: “It all happened so quick. I was 
in the warehouse and heard the car door 
shut, I rushed out and jumped on the side 
step to the driver’s door. 

“I saw him and he saw me - he started 
driving, speeding up to try and shrug me off 
and kept glancing round at me - he showed 
no expression and said nothing. 

“I kept trying to smash the window to get 
to the ignition and made as much noise as 
possible. It was surreal. After I fell a lot of 
kind people came out and helped me.”

Changing image of 
women in the police 



Things have changed since 
woman were first allowed to 
join the police force as 

CHARLOTTE LILLEY finds out 


WHEN she joined West Midlands 
Police force 20 years ago, 
Vanessa Eyles was issued with a 
handbag and stocking allowance. 

Her uniform consisted skirts and 
culottes and the force was predomi¬ 
nantly dominated by men. 

But today things are different and 
almost 60 per cent of police staff in the 
region are women and there are 138 
female Special Constables. 

To reflect their changing role, the 
force has released a collection of photo¬ 
graphs from the past eight decades 
which show just how far women have 
come. 

But as Inspector Eyles, chair of West 
Midlands Police Association of Female 
Officers says, it’s been a bumpy ride on 
the road to equality. 

“Women have made such an advance¬ 
ment in the force and now have roles and 
ranks in all areas which is completely dif¬ 
ferent to when I joined the force,” she 
says. 

Equal 

“I was issued with a police handbag 
and a stocking allowance as well as skirts 
and culottes, as one photograph shows. 

“Thankfully, women are now classed 
as equal and the force no longer issues 
bags. The uniform is much better as men 
and women can now both wear trousers 
which is a lot more suitable.” 

When they started out as officers in 
1918, women had no powers of arrest 
and were not deemed worthy of being 
issued personal protective equipment. 

Before they could join the force, they 
had to be 45 years old, as one photo taken 
around 1918 shows. 

The image is of a group of mainly 
women officers believed to be among the 
first to have worn the uniform in the 


region. Another taken between 1918 and 
1920, shows a matron at the central lock¬ 
up in Birmingham. 

From 1850 onwards, policemen’s 
wives worked voluntarily for the force, 
searching female prisoners and drunk 
women in custody. 

“As they were not allowed to work, 
they often volunteered in stations, 
cooking for single policemen. 

But in 1914, the force paid its first 
woman, Evelyn Miles, to act as matron at 
the central lock-up to supervise female 
prisoners. 

She later went on to join the force as 
the first female police officer and rose to 
the rank of sergeant. 

Insp Eyles says: “Things weren’t 
much different when I was in the force. 


There was still the mentality that 
women had their own role in the team 
and they had to deal with cases involving 
women and children. 

“Similarly, if a man and a women 
married within the force and had chil¬ 
dren, it was the wives who had to be the 
primary carer. 

“Nowadays women can have children 
and still progress in their career within 
the force.” 

Female officers eventually gained the 
powers of arrest in 1933 and 80 years 
later, they now account for more than 30 
per cent of all officers, working in key 
roles across the force including firearms, 
response and command teams and in the 
dogs unit. Assistant Chief Constable 
Sharon Rowe is the highest ranking 


female officer in the force. She has 
responsibility for local policing and goes 
above and beyond her role alongside her 
male colleagues. 

She replaced Suzette Davenport who 
was recently appointed as Chief Consta¬ 
ble of Gloucestershire Police. 

“Sharon is a great officer and I have 
very high hopes for her, she will go far. 
Suzette is also really good which goes to 
show women can be just as good as 
men,” says Inspector Eyles. 

But women still have a long way to go 
before they achieve complete equality as 
the number of female officers in the 
force is still not equal to the number of 
men, Inspector Eyles explains. 

“To say there is absolute equality in 
the force in terms of the number of 
female officers wouldn’t be true. 

“The amount of women does not yet 
reflect the number of women in society, 
but that is our aim for the future. 

Engage 

“We want to be able to reflect the 
society we serve to the best of our ability. 

“However, I do have to say that I think 
we are getting there. 

“I can’t imagine any organisation or 
public service not having any females in 
its team. 

“Women have a different outlook to 
that of men and can really enrich a 
service’s delivery. We are an integral 
part of the force. 

“While on the beat, I believe that 
people may see women as much more 
approachable than male officers, 
enabling us to engage with the public 
better. 

“I also think It is important to remem¬ 
ber that we have a female Home Secre¬ 
tary, Theresa May, which just goes to 
show women really are making advances 
in the workplace and in particular, the 
police force.”

Other businesses backing the group are 
Harpers Florists and John Green Butchers 
in the Fountain Arcade, off the High Street. 

Dudley Council’s planning department is 
yet to make a decision on the application to 
demolish the building.

A NEW £750,000 exhibit has opened at West Midland Safari 
Park more than a year after work first started on the major 
project. 

Realm of the Lions has been incorporated into the four- 
mile, self-drive safari at the attraction in Bewdley, which 
receives thousands of visitors every year. 

It includes a giant sculpted lion’s head rock feature from 
which a waterfall cascades into a pool below. As part of the 
project, som of the park has been landscaped to create the 
appearance of savannah grasslands, complete with boul¬ 
ders and plants. 

The new project, which spans almost seven-and-a-half 
acres, will also serve as a new reserve for the park’s pride of 
13 African lions. 

It has been designed in-house and was built under the 
supervision of the park’s creative designer David Powner.

“Design work 
started on it over a year ago. It was then modelled in clay to 
make sure the initial ideas worked and it looked the part,” 
he said.

Fraud pair 
attempted 
to cheat the 
Post Office 


Baljit Nijjar had access to 
documentation needed to 
lodge a compensation claim 
because she worked at the 
post office on Stourbridge 
High Street, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magistrates Court 
heard. 

Her husband had previ¬ 
ously worked at the branch 
and both had run their own 
post office. 

The court heard how one 
of the packages was to be 
delivered just 400 yards from 
their Willenhall home in 
Marshall Road. A mobile 
number registered to Baljit 
Nijjar was used on one form, 
claiming she was the 
intended receiver of the 
goods, while the other form 
stated she was the sender. 

Prosecutor Mr John Dove 
said the claims, which were 
made within just three 
minutes of each other on 
June 13 last year, were an 


“attempted scam”. Baljit 
Nijjar filled gave the two 
packets to her sister-in-law, 
who she also worked with at 
the post office. Her sister-in- 
law processed them, believ¬ 
ing they were genuine. But 
afterwards Baljit Nijjar 
removed the parcels from 
the post bag, and they were 
never sent, said Mr Dove. 

The couple, both aged 36, 
pleaded guilty to two charges 
of fraud by false representa¬ 
tion. Mr Dove said she owed 
her sister-in-law £7,000 and 
was working at the post 
office without wages to help 
pay the debt. 

Both were given a six- 
week prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, with 
£1,155 costs each. They must 
also carry out 150 hours of 
unpaid work each. Mr 
Timothy Gascoyne, defend¬ 
ing, said his clients had suf¬ 
fered financial difficulties 
and were now insolvent.

Market traders calling 
for more talks on plans 


TRADERS on Dudley’s historic 
market have called for more talks 
with council officials over multi¬ 
million pound redevelopment 
plans. 

Proposals for a £6 million overhaul of the 
market in the heart of the town are in the 
pipeline alongside a stall rent freeze for 12 
months in a bid to boost traders and bring 
more customers to the high street. 

But Dudley Market Traders’ Association 
have called for stallholders to be more 
involved in discussions. 

Group chairman Len Lenihan, in a state¬ 
ment on behalf of stallholders, said 
members were promised talks relating to 
the construction of the stalls, fixtures and 
fittings, following the original public consul¬ 
tation. 

But Mr Lenihan says the talks with regen¬ 
eration boss Councillor Shaukat Ali and the 
council’s assistant director for economic 
regeneration and transportation Phil Coyne 
have failed to progress. 

“We fear that another white elephant may 
appear on Dudley’s High Street to rival the 
entertainment square on Stone Street,” he 
said. “A thriving market place requires two 
elements: A market stall fit for purpose and, 
more importantly, market traders willing to 
trade. 

“Traders fear their concerns over con¬ 
struction issues have fallen on deaf ears. It 
has been intimated that disruption to trade 
could last for 18 months with traders being 
moved to temporary stalls. Ultimately, 
market traders’ livelihoods are at stake, as 
well as the town centre’s well-being.”

More than 200 walkers took part 
in the event at Bodenham Arbore¬ 
tum, near Kidderminster, last 
Easter, raising £12,795 in total for 
good causes.

Theory of superiority led 
from Brum to Birkenau 




The Nazis industrialised death 
thanks to mass transport 
made possible by railways 


A girl gives a heart-breaking 
account of life in a concentra¬ 
tion camp - and survives 


EUGENICS, the pernicious 
pseudo-scientific idea that 
some races are superior to 
others, was taken to its murder¬ 
ous extreme by Adolf Hitler but 
can trace its origins back to Vic¬ 
torian Birmingham. 

The term ‘eugenics’, from the Greek 
word eu (good or well) and suffix genes 
(born), was coined by Sparkbrook-born 
Sir Francis Galton, who was inspired by 
his cousin Charles Darwin’s seminal work 
On The Origin Of Species. 

The theory of natural selection influ¬ 
enced Gabon’s research into selective 
breeding, which sparked a deeply-flawed 
eugenics movement which became influ¬ 
ential in the early 20th century. It reached 
its horrific extreme in the 1940s with 
Hitler’s Final Solution and the depraved 
experiments of Josef Mengele. 

Evidence 

A party of 200 Black Country school- 
children recently saw evidence of the 
tragic results of eugenics on a visit to 
Poland, organised by the Holocaust Edu¬ 
cation Trust, to tour the Nazi death camps 
of Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

The Birmingham connection is high¬ 
lighted in new book Railways And The 
Holocaust: The Trains That Shamed 
The World (Mortons, paperback, 
£6.99). It may at first seem incongruous 
for a railway magazines publisher to focus 
on the Holocaust, and the detailing of loco¬ 
motive serial numbers seems oddly out of 
lace on pages dealing with mass murder, 
ut without the railways the murder of 
millions of people in concentration camps 
would not have been possible. 

In a series of interesting articles author 
Robin Jones explores the roots of Nazi 
racism, the role of railway workers in the 
Holocaust and asks why the rail lines to 
the death camps were not bombed. 

The most famous story from the Holo¬ 
caust is that recounted in the Diary of a 


Young Girl by Anne Frank but that ends 
before Anne was transported to her death 
at Auschwitz. The newly published 
Helga’s Diary (Viking, hardback, 
£16.99) is Czech Jewish child Helga 
Weiss’s account of life and death inside 
Terezin concentration camp. 

It is the little things that break the 
heart here, a girl’s desperate yearning to 
catch a glimpse of the father so cruelly 
separated from her and the childish illus¬ 
trations of life in the camp. Only a few 
hundred of the 15,000 Jewish children 
who entered Terezin survived, one of 
them was Helga, now a great-grand¬ 
mother living in Prague. 

She has rewritten sections of her 
journal over the years and maybe they 
should have been left in their raw state, 
but it remains a powerful testament. 

Other recent publications on this 
darkest period of human history include: 

Blood Lands (Bodley Head, hard¬ 
back, £25) shows that the Holocaust hap¬ 
pened outside the camps too, as Timothy 
Snyder goes to greath length to give voice 
to the victims of massacres in the ‘Blood 
Lands’ between Berlin and Moscow, 
where 14 million died over 12 years as 
victims of Hitler and Stalin. 

The Forgotten Holocaust (Hip- 
pocrene, paperback, £16.99) by 
Richard C Lukas highlights the suffering 
of the Polish nation during the Second 
World War, and suffer they did with some 
six million deaths. He also tackles the still 
sensitive issue of Polish-Jewish relations. 

Savage Continent (Viking, hard¬ 
back, £25) by Keith Lowe explores the 
period after the war officially ended. The 
architects of the new Europe were eventu¬ 
ally successful in rebuilding a continent 
laid waste with entire cities obliterated 
and 35 million people dead. But there was 
a lawless, chaotic period after the war 
when nationalists fought Communists, 
Germans suffered retribution and Jews 
were again targeted.

Looking at century of 
changes to shopping 


AN exhibition at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Bantock House 
Museum is taking a historic 
look at the shops and eating 
places of the city. 

Open All Hours opened on 
January 16 and runs until May 5. 

It will examine how the high street 
has changed throughout history 

After the First World War, chain 
stores including Sainsbury’s, 
Maypole, Liptons and the Fifty 
Shilling Tailor began to appear in 
the town centre and shoppers were 
spoilt for choice with billboards 
advertising Bovril, Pearl Soap and 
Ovaltine. 

In the 1920s, James Beattie 
acquired premises in Darlington 
Street and after Victoria Street was 
widened, he began a major rebuild of 
the Beatties store. 

By 1936 unemployment was down 
to two million, more people were

earning money and factories were 
struggling to keep up with the 
demand for radios, cars and electri¬ 
cal goods including the first televi¬ 
sion sets. 

But at the end of the Second World 
War shortages and rationing domi¬ 
nated post-war retailing and shops 
including Mr Preece’s Grocery Shop 
on Collingwood Road, Low Hill, had 
limited stock to create lavish window 
displays. 

The Queen’s Coronation in 1953 
marked the beginning of a new era 
and business began to pick up for 
shops in Lichfield Street, Broad 
Street and Stafford Road as they 
hung flags outside to enjoy the occa¬ 
sion. 

By 1959, the wholesale fruit and 
vegetable market was in full swing 
and the indoor Saturday market 
attracted wives and mothers who 


during the week were tied to the 
house and children. Both markets 
were often held responsible for 
causing congestion in Wulfruna 
Street so a new market was built in 
1968 in School Street but this has 
since moved to Salop Street. 

The Wulfrun Centre, off Dudley 
Street, was built in 1969 and 
increased the number of big-name 
chain stores in the town. 

For the first time, shoppers were 
able to buy the latest in 60s and 70s 
fashion, entertainment and novelty 
goods. 

In August 1998, work began on a 
13-month project to revitalise the 
centre. 

Ambitious plans for a £25 million 
pound investment in the city centre 
were unveiled last June. 

It is hoped the new development 
will pave the way for more shops in 
the hope of attracting major retailers 
and even more shoppers.

I HOPE all your 
readers had an enjoy¬ 
able and relaxing 
Easter with family 
and friends. 

I was saddened to learn of 
the death of Sir Fergus 
Montgomery, the late former 
Conservative MP for Brier- 
ley Hill (a predecessor to 
Dudley South) and send my 
condolences to Sir Fergus's 
widow and family. 

The Telegraph’s obituary 
is available online for those 
who wish to read about his 
achievements. 

I welcomed George 
Osborne's budget to support 
aspiration, delivered to the 
Commons last month, and 
the good news for Dudley 
families it contained. 

Lowest 

The Chancellor increased 
the personal tax allowance 
threshold to £10,000 (some¬ 
thing I have called for 
several times in order to 
take even more of our lowest 
earners out of tax alto¬ 
gether), cut National Insur¬ 
ance bills for employers, 
froze fuel duty and cut the 
price of beer, delivering real 
support for people who 
aspire to work hard and get 
on. 

Around 29,166 people in 
Dudley South will be over 
£700 better off every year. 
With this landmark tax cut, 
Conservatives have cut tax 
bills for 24 million people. 

In April 2014, 316 people 
will be lifted out of income 
tax, taking the total number

T here’s nothing like a good, old- 
fashioned reunion, is there? At 
first glance, The Security Men 
doesn’t seem to be contain one, but 
if you look a little deeper, there are a 
couple...

No time for a siesta in this Fiesta 



The Fiesta ST interior may look old hat but is packed with good quality fittings

PICTURE the scene; ahead of you is 
a ribbon of road stretching to the far 
horizon with tempting corners and 
nobody else about. Do you take the 
‘dream’ Lamborghini or Ford’s new 
zesty Fiesta? 


The Lambo, of course. Or perhaps not. The 
road is rather narrow and there are enough 
nasty surfaces (the odd pothole too) to make the 
Italian rocket feel big and a bit fragile. 

So you don your sensible hat and jump into 
the Fiesta ST, latest in a line of entertaining 
small Fords that started with the XR2 in 1981 
and soon became the nation’s favourite hot 
hatch. 

Nothing much is likely to change 32 years 
later, with the UK set to take 5,000 ST Fiestas 
annually, around half of European sales 
overall. Yes, we still love a quick, affordable 


Ford. And affordable the new baby with atti¬ 
tude really is. 

There are two versions, the plainly titled ST 
at £16,795 and the better equipped ST2 at 
£17,795, both of them clearly undercutting 
obvious rivals from the likes of Renault and ( 
soon) Peugeot. 

Powering the ST is a potent 182 horsepower, 
1.6 litre turbo petrol engine that promises 
decent economy when you’re not enjoying that 
sinuous snake of Tarmac mentioned above. 

But what marks the newcomer out isn’t its 
outright performance, but the compelling way 
it refuses to turn into a springless skateboard 
when the road turns from billiard table smooth 
to B-road brittle. 

Engineering 

It’s a genuine engineering achievement to 
produce a car that’s so much fun, practically 
wherever you happen to be. 

The Lamborghini, on the other hand, will 
turn all pouty at the first sign of a speedbump, 
never mind a width restrictor or the crawl to 
work in the morning. 

On paper, there’s nothing magic about the 
ST. 

It could be one of many small hatches 
designed to add a dash of spice to everyday 
driving.What sets the car apart (and Ford has 
form in this department) is the obvious atten¬ 
tion to the smallest detail that other car makers 
give up on sooner. 

You can’t tell by looking, you have to take a 
Fiesta ST for a longish drive, where the supple 
but sporty suspension, perfectly weighted 


steering and brakes that practically start a 
conversation with your right foot will have you 
wanting more. 

What you can tell by looking is that the ST 
stands out from its softer siblings, thanks to a 
bold honeycomb radiator grille, large rear 
spoiler and twin exhausts. 

There are big alloy wheels, tinted glass and a 
slightly lower stance too. Inside, you’ll find 
grippy front seats in cloth as the main marker 
that here is a car designed to corner quickly. 

A heated windscreen (which is just magic on 
those frosty mornings) and a DAB radio are 


standard too. Pay your extra £1,000 for an ST2 
and you add heated and part leather seats, a 
better sound system, darkened glass for rear 
seat passengers and a button to start the 
engine, with the key left in your pocket. 

Both versions share a dashboard that was 
clearly inspired by mobile phones but looks a 
bit old hat and cluttered, but there’s no denying 
the quality of everything you can see and touch. 
And you certainly won’t be trying to tune the 
radio when you’re having so much fun produc¬ 
ing a different sort of music from beneath the 
bonnet.
